samo as that of tho average star or 
the sunt for instance. It dawns upon 
us now that this is the birth of the 
stars, born in one or two gencrations 
from the. great nebulae. We have 
renched another. great epoch_in the 
\history of tho universo and in our 
Yourncy from the beginning of things 
down to the present. We pause now 
on our way and gaze at onc‘of those 
-grent nebulae with {ts children, or 
perhaps grand-children, the stars, 
Whe children and grand-children do 
not attempt to go away on their own 
and found now families but remain 
under the parental roof, so to apenk. 
The great central part of the parent 
nebula still remains a wheel-like 
structure, luminovn and unbroken 
while round its edges circle with it 
the awarm, great or amall, of smaller 
nebulne or actual stars. It secma all 
to be happening before our cycs, 
much that we see we do not under- 
stand, some seems to be seen only as 
it were jn a dream, but what we now 
relate is more or fess what we see. 
It is just n rapid survey and though 
we are enger to scan more deeply 
into the mysterious becoming of 
things we are not able to aqtisfy fully 
our curiosity and conjecture’ helpa us 
n lot. The mighty processes that 
are going before our eyes are, may be, 
too immense for our comprehension 
und the scerct ways thereof too deep 
for our minds to penetrate. But we 
naw, or thought we saw, the grent 
nebulae rising up from primeval 
chaos and from the nebulae we 
naw, or thought we saw, the stare 
‘come forth in their myrinds, In our 
own nebuln or gainctic syatem we 
saw, too, our sun being formed and 
revolving with its parent nebula and 
also rotating about an axis in itself 
hut na yet we see no sign .of the 
enrth, As we have yet a yery long 
distance to go on our journey down 
to the present we are not disappointed 
It hope to sce Iater the epoch when 
our carth will arise out of this vast 
nebular island-universe system. In 
the mean time we have been watching 
some of those stars after their forma- 
tion, Some are still gascous but 
some have liquified and are still 
rotating. The gascous ones fintten 
out and became lens-shaped and give 
off the gas that gets to the rins and it 
just clings round about them as a 
surt of atmosphere, The liquid ones 
are first of all globular in shape hut 
as they ge on rotating they fintten 
out ornnge-shaped, then cigar-shaped 
like an abnormally short thick cigar 
and then strange to sny, the ends of 
the cigar thitken and the middle be- 
comes like a neck, o# the ends get 
thicker and more round the neck gets 
thinner and finally disappear al- 
together leaving two liquid bulls of 
matter revolving round one another. 
So this is how double stars seem lo 
have to be. No one has actually, by 
using o telescope, seen a star actunily 
xplitting up like that, but we certain- 
ly thought we saw -it ha ppening as 
we pasted by one of those star- 
spangled nebula and we just leave It 
at that. Other stars we see remain: 
ing unbroken, giant stars and dwarf 
stars, that one is 90 million times the 
size of the sun but only about 40 
times its weight: the smallest is 
nbout the size of the earth, only a 
millionth of the size of the sun. We 
see bright stars 300,000 times «ax 
bright a8 the sun, and fnint starr, one 
of these only one fifty-thousandth of 
the sun's brightness. We see some 
stars now bright now faint, for ever 
varying with regular pulsations and 
others for ever dark. Some ure 
enormotsly hot some comparatively 
cool, yet immensely hotter than our 
earth, Another remarkable — star 
that we notice too is what is called 
“NOVA” or n new star, It is an 
ordinary star which ‘for some un- 
known renson suddenly flashes out 
with a thousand times its ordinary 
brilliance and then fades away. .We 
take particular notice of these stars 
for they act us thinking and think- 
ing—about what we shall say later. 
Flying on and on downwards through 
the neons of time; from epoch to 
epoch, we come to the time when the 
earth which was not begins to be. 
But before we relute our experiences 
of that event let us look at our clocks 
and see what they tell us of all ages, 
of all things. From all that we saw, 
we come to the conclusion that there 
ia evidence thnt the matter now in 
the Universe was not there from all 
eternity but began to be at a very 
remote time, We had various clocks 
with us, they didn’t all rend the same 
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Hongkong Bank Building.

Basically, we are 
seeking the same goal. But how 
differently we are going at it! 
Iron discipline, a rigid régim? in 
which the individual counts for 
nothing and freedom is a dis- 
carded word—these characterize 
tho working-out of the Russian }- 
venture. We want the same 
things the Russians want, but 
wo intend to get them in our 
own way. The individual work- 
er may not be lord of the walk, 
in other countries, but he is ab- 
solute lord ‘over his own ffe., 
Freedom, prosperity and hap- 
piness must begin with ‘him if 
they are’to mean anything.

DEBATE AMONG WAI YAN 
© COLLEGE STUDENTS 


A most interesting debate on 
War was held on Saturday in tho 
Collexe Wall of Wah Yan Collego. 
The subject was worded thus: 
“That War is an unwise and ine. 
eficient way of settling inter- 
national disputes.” 

A number of excellent speaches 
were delivered on cither slde, and 
the division. at the end showed 
how evenly the houso was divided. 

The speakers on the Govern- 
ment side -Inid emphasis on the 
waste’ of warfure, on the famine 
and suffering which it brings in 
its wake, on the folly of fighting, 
as a menns of deciding questions 
of right and wrong, and on the 
fact that war never really settles 
any issue, but merely stores up 
vindictivencss and = hatred for 
future generations. ‘ 

For the Opposition the chief 
points made were that thia is not 
an ideal, but a° very {imperfect 
world, and that frequently the 
only course left to the nation on 
the defensive is to take up arms 
in her own defence; and that war, 
terrible though it be, brings out 
much that fs fine in human charac- 
ter, heroism, loyalty, unselfish- 
ness. . 

Some points from the specches 
were: ¥ 

“War brings desolation to fruit- 
ful Jands; it causes remorse and 
suffering even when, carried on 
under ‘the most favourable condl- 
tions. War means loss and waste. 
It secms to turn the tide of pro- 
yress baekwardr, and undo the 
-tdvanee of years. And the evils 
of war do not end with the war 
itself. In its aftermath come 
famine and unemployment.” 

“Times of peace tend to Jend 
men to sloth and indolence and 
selfishness, whereas war breeds a 
race of heroes, War may be a 
destroyer, but civilization has 
often followed in its wake.” 

“War is only adopted “by un- 
reasonable savages. to whom 
arbitration’ is’ unknown. Two 
coolies may settle . thelr differ- 
ences With knives; but that is 
hardly the method of civilized and 
educsted gentlemen,”

“Would you have a small 
brother fight his bie brother for 
his fair share of cakes?” 

“War teaches people to be cruel, 
selfish and callous, instead of pro- 
ducing heroism and unselfishness. 
The stronger always wins, hence 
war is entirely futile as a means 
of deciding questions of right and 
justice. Further, the defeated 
country is‘never at rest, till she 
obtains her revenge. Countries 
have learned cnmities through 
war, and these enmities have 
lusted from generation to genera- 
tion; cf, Franee and Germany, 
Japan and China, 

“The great men of all ages have 
heen, anti-war, The reasqan fs 
because its effects are not liat- 
ing; it effects a temporary, and 
frequently unjust peace, but 
leaves the combatants crippled for 
generations, and in the hearts of 
their vitizens hatred and 
revenge.” *

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nebular island-universe system. In 
the mean time we have been watching 
some of those stars after their forma- 
tion, Some are still gascous but 
some have liquifled and are still 
rotating. The gascous ones flatten 
out and became tena-shaped and give 
off the gas that gets to the rims and it 
just clings, round about them as a 
sort of atmosphere. The liquid ones 
are frst of all globular in shape but 
as they go on rotating they flatten

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SPORT CRAZE IN 
LOCAL SCHOOLS 


The cult of sport, slow to take 
a grip in the beginning, has 
emerged as a vitally important 
influence in Hongkong’s educn- 
tional establishments in the last 
two or three years. Every youth 
aspires to become an athlete, and 
he is not content to confine him- 
self to any particular branch of 
sport; he is rendy for them all. 
Intensive training, of a sort, 
gocs on both in and out of 
school hours. Masters are ap- 
pointed whose main duty is to 
cultivate the urge towards phy- 
sical fitness. And who would 
challenge the need or, fundamen- 
tally, the desirability of en- 
couraging . this © movement? 
Sport, properly directed, teaches 
strength, skill and chivalry, No- 
one would question the proposi- 
tions that physical education has 
too long been neglected in Hong- 
kong, that healthful exercise 
aids .mental development and 
may go a long way. to improving 
not only the physique. but the 
moral outlook of the younger 
generation. But, and the quali- 
fication is very necessary, it is 
of prime importance — that 
youth’s enthusiasm should be 
directed into proper channels, 
that youth’s. attempts to attain 


proficiency are not obtained at}. 


too high @ price. There is a 
growing body of opinion among 
those best able to study the 
growth of the cult of sport in 
local schools that the time has 
come when it should be taken 
under control. The prize-seeking 
spirit is too prevalent; more at- 
tention is paid to indulging tho 
practice than instilling the nobi- 
lity of athletics. Schoolboys, in 
many cases, it is suspected, are 
being forced beyond their pow- 
erf by so-called sports masters 
who know nothing of training 
technique, not even enough. to 
know that proper training alone 
enables athletic feats to be per- 
formed without undue strain, 
whose chief contribution appears 
to be the dosing of promising 
youngsters with Epsom Salts to 
keep their weight down. The 
result is scen all too frequently 
in Kowloon streeta—a group of 
young Chinese In. shorts , and 
singlets, just about all-in, but 
still struggling along, having 
evidently undertaken a run in 
tho evening over four or. five 
miles in the ill-conceived belief 
that they are training, keeping 
themselves fit. Three times out 
of four it is definitely injurlous 
to their health. Another deve- 
lopment of this sport crazo sug- 
gests that parents, too, are un- 
aware that it can be indulged 
in to excess. We-refer to its 
exploitation {for advertisement. 
In somo schools, special pains 
aro taken to arrange the curri, 
culum so that “organised sports” 

and physical exercises aro al- 
ways going on. in fall view of the 


oo during the busicst hours 

day, yet another encouraging | 
bait for the bane ‘of local educa- 
tion, the constant tranafers of.a 
boy from one school] to another. 
The state of affairs is one re- 
quiring very serious attention. 
Obviously it does not apply to 
all educational institutions in 
equal measure. It might fairly 
be claimed for many that they 
are entirely free of the causes 
for criticism enumerated. It 
might also be argued that the 
situation is mercly a passing 
Phenomenon, that once the first 
fine careless rapture has worked 
itself off, schools and youths will 
settle down to sounder and, more 
steady practice. But it needs 
careful watching.

Science’s Quest for 
‘Truth’ 


If it hos ever been felt that 
modern science has a self-satis- 
fied air about the body of know- 
ledge it has amassed, one might 
heed the words of Dr. Harlow 
Shapley, director of the Harvard 
Astronomical Observatory. Dr. 
Shapley predicts that “practic- 
ally all current theories” are go- 
ing to prove mortal before so 
very long. The axioms of to- 
day will be the abandoned and 
outgrown theories of to-mor- 
row; and Dr. Shapley adds: 
“The only cternal veritics at 
present are the enthusiasm back 
of hypotheses, the will to know 
and the willingness to fumble as 
we learn to know.” This view- 
point, to be sure, is the general 
rule among scientists. But lay- 
men often misunderstand it, and 
because they misunderstand _ it 
they sometimes resent what they 
feel is a too dogmatic and 
flexible attitude on the part of 
science. A proper understand- 
ing of it might save us from a 
good deal-of our creepy dread of 
the rising of scientific knowled- 
ge. For it seems, now and then, 
as if the scientists were banish- 
ing mystery from the world. 
It seems as if science were about 
to say: “Thus and so wis the 
world made, and thus and so was 
man himself put together, and 
you can make your religion and 
your poetry and all of your 
dreams fit this framework or 
else you can discard them—it 
makes no difference, for this is 
the way things are,” Now that 
manner of talk is liable to upset | 1 
the equilibrium of any thought- 
ful man. But it is precisely the 
kind of talk that the real scien- 
tist does not indulge in. He is 
more likely to keep in mind 
Plato's great picture—A dim 
cave, with man chained facing 
the inner wall, speculating fruit- 
lessly on the shadows cast on the 
wall by beings who walk against 
the sun in the open air. The 
highest “scientific truths,” _ the 
greatest discoveries, are simply 
shadows. To-day’s verities are 
to-morrow’s discarded theories; | . 
there remains, as Dr. Shapley 
says, only “the will to know and 
the willingness: to fumble as we 
learn to know.” 


Russia’s Way and 
Our Own 


One of the most interesting 
items of news from Russia is 
the announcement that the 
government is to adopt a stern 
attitude toward workers who 
fail to work as hard as the go- 
vernment thinks they ought. 
Recent legislation makes it pos- 
sible for the government to de- 
prive a workman and his family 
of a job, food and his house for 
a single day’s unjustifled absen- 
ce from work. Lenin himself 
urged that the dictatorship of 
the proletariat must not hesitate 
to use force against ‘the pro- 
letariat itself when the occasion 
requires it. And this odd con- 
tradiction emphasizes once more 


the strange and fascinating con-|_ 


trast between the things that are 
being attempted in Russia and 
the things that are being tried 
alsewhere. Basically, we are 
secking the same goal. - But how 
differently we are going at itl 
Tron discipline, a rigid regime in 
which the individual counts for 
nothing and freedom is a dis- 
carded word—these characterize 
the working-out of the Russian 
venture. We want the same 
things the Russians want, but 
we intend to got them in our 
own way. The individual work- 
er may not be lord of the walk, 
in other countries, but: he {fs ab- 
solute lord over lifs own life.
